Part 1—Northern Nocturne 

To thé Great North, a sparsely in- 
habited, rugged but beautiful coun- 
try, the urge to wander directed my 
footeteps, Perhaps I shouldn't say 
footatepa, for it would have been 
rather difficult to walk 1600 miles 
from Eamonton via the Alaska High- 
way to White Horse, Y.T. It was dur- 
ing the war years that I first decided 
to go there and so with a little of 
what is commonly known as “pull” 
I sliced my way through miles of 
“red tape’ and boarded the US. 
Army chartered Greyhound bus. 

This was towards the end of the 
war so the war-time traffic had more 
or less diminished, This lack of activ- 
ity on the highway gave the impres- 
sion that the country was altogether 
desolate of life. This of course was a 
false impression for while travelling 
at night one sees much  wild-life. 
Just for example we were travelling 
along the highway on a pitch dark 
night with only.the glare of the 
headlights to break the monotony, 


when suddenly out of nowhere a red - 


streak bounded into view. It turned 
out to be a beautiful but rare animal 
known as the “red fox”, ‘The fox ran 
with seeming ease in front of the 
bus for nearly a mile (we were 
going 60 mph) before disappearing 
into the dense forest. Immediately 
afterwards we noted a large dlack 
bear that crossed the road ahead 
with a lumbering stride, Ih talking 
to the bus driver I learned that it 
was quite common to see many ani- 
mals crossing the road at night. The 
reason he gave for this (and I believe 
it ia quite plausible) is that the read 
divided the forest from the river, 
and the animals to get to the water 
had to cross this man-made barrier. 
So as a gentle hint in passing, if*you 
ever decide to venture into the North 
travel part way at night and the 
sights of wild life that you are sure 
to see will amply reward you for 
your trouble.

° Some time ago, during the last time field maneouvers 
were in operation in the Army Camp, the military author- 
ities saw fit to place certain eating places ‘‘Out of 
Bounds’’ to their personnel, This action -was brought 
about by the authorities because of the apparent lack of 
sanitation by the owners of the respective cafes. 


It is not our intention to publicize these business places 
for whatever affects business in the town, also affects 
the town. We have been given to uaderstand that the 
proprietors of, these places have takep steps to clean up 
their premises, and likely by this time they would pass 
any inspection. In any event it is unfortunate that this 
action had to be'taken, It not only gives unfavorable 
publicity to those restaurants that are keeping a_ tidy 
house, but it is publicity that can make it tough for all 
those in. the business for time to come, The Army has the 
name of being strict in some respects and eating places 
which they have concluded might injure the health of 
their-men, if conditions such as these are allowed to exist, 


could be just as detrimental! to the health of the general- 


public. 


Operating a business in tlsese times is no snap, and a 
cafe business mist have its special headaches, but dirty, 
unsanitary conditions in any business is sheer neglect and 
no excuse is valid.

Labor claims fail 


Socialists have sought to make‘ 
quick inroads in labor union circles 
by pointing to what they claimed 
was the “best labor legislation in the 
world” passed by the C.C.F. govern- 
ment in Saskatchewan, They are now 
finding it difficult to explain why as 
soon as a strike occurred in the pack- 
ing‘houses they asked to be relieved 
of all responsibility and asked the 
federal department of labour to in- 
tervene although the province had 
taken over jurisdiction when. the 
federal government's war-time pow- 
ers lapsed. Saskatchewan's economy 
is almost entirely dependent on agri- 
culture and farmers are losing heav- 
ily on account of the strike which 
came at a high point of their market 
ing season, 


They also find it difficult to ex- 
plain why, when labour was on strike 
in the government box factory at 
Prince Albert, the socialist govern- 
ment broke its own law by threaten- 


ing to close the factory permanently + 


if the men did not go back to work. 
The dangers we face 


The dangers which face Canada of 
loss of foreign trade, from which we 
get one-third of our income, is shown 
in a letter from Canada’s Trade Com 
missioner in China, He states that: 

“Three hundred and fifty-six en- 
quiries for assistance in the sale and 
distribution in China of Canadian 
products have been received, by his 
office during the. last seven months, 
The articles include canned food, con- 
fectionery, costume jewellery, toilet 
articles, toys, shoes, furniture, elec- 
tric stoves and plastics, :
